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COLORADO POTATO BEETLE 


“Potato Bugs” are common in Cen- 
tral and Southern Alberta, 

This insect pest may be controlled 
by either of the following methods: 

DUSTING—Mix thoroughly one Ib. 
of Paris Green or Arsenate of Lime 
with 10 pounds of cheap flour, Dust 
this over the plants affected. A loosely 
woven bag makes a good duster. 

SPRAY—Mix 2 ounces of Paris 
Green or Arsenate of Lime with 5 
gallons of water. Spray the mixture 
on the plants, The addition of 5 ounces 
of dissolved laundry soap to the spray 
will improve its sticking qualities.

THE WORLD OF WHEAT 
REVIEWED WEEKLY BY 
MAJOR H.G.L. STRANGE 


The “Crop Testing Plan’? which is 
now busy with it’s tenth year of work, 
will test for trueness-to-variety and 
for content or absence of mixtures, 
some 20,000 individual farmers fields 
of wheat. 

At the first field day held this year 
in Manitoba, one farmer submitted a 
sample which he declared was pure 
Thatcher, and he had purchased this 
seed, and sown it on a large acreage 
so that he would not suffer any more 
losses from rust. The sample turned 
out to be pure Reward, which is not 
resistant to rust, If the farmer had 
not submitted this sample to the “crop 
Testing Plan,” he would have reseeded 
the same seed next year, and should 
next year be a rust year then unques- 
tionably the farmer would stand to 
lose many hundreds of dollars. 

The “Crop Testing Plan” has saved 
untold numbers of farmers from simi- 
lar money losses during the past ten 
years; for it has been found that 18 
ner cent of the samples submitted for 
testing proved on analysis to be en- 
tirely different varieties than the far- 
mers thought they were producing. 

T strongly recommend farmers who 
can do so to attend one of the many 
“Crop Testing Plan” field days now 
being held throughout the West, and 
see this work with their own eyes. 


Eric Russell Coffin, for three years 
teacher at Orkney school, twenty miles 
north-east of Carbon, was found guilty 
of making statements likely to cause 
disaffection to His Majesty the King, 
in police court Calgary, last Friday.

In finding Mr, Coffin guilty, Magis- 
trate Fitch said that he believed the 
accused to be an intelligent man, but 
in times like these, it was wise to be 
discrest about what one said. 

Bail of five hundred dollars was 
lifted and Coffin was released on his 
own recognizances. He must report 
back to the court in April next year. 


REGISTRATION PLAN IS 
OUTLINED BY GOV’MENT

election officials as will the pay for 
rental of registration offices. Regist- 
rars and deputy registrars will be 
allowed necessary travelling expenses.

TAX CONSIDERATIONS

Hon, J.L, Isley, Minister of Finance 
announced recently that it is proposed 
to amend the Income War Tax Law 
to provide exemptions, to the amount 
of $400, for children from the war 
zones brought to Canada under ar- 
rangements through the Government 
as guests in Canadian homes for the 
duration of the war. The first contin- 
gent of British children is expected in 
Canada soon, 

Exemptions granted for charitable 
donations were also clarified by Mr. 
Ilsley in the course of discussions in 
the House of Commons. Five well- 
known national organizations, the Ca- 
nadian Red Cross Society Fund, the 
Canadian Legion War Services Fund,

HAIL STRIKES SOUTH OF 
CARBON AT 4:30 O'CLOCK 
ON TUESDAY MORNING 


Damage to Crops Ranges 
From 50 to 100 Per Cent 


An unusual, but damaging — hail 
storm at 4.30 o’clock Tuesday morning 
swept through a path eight miles wide 
and from Beiseker through to Drum- 
heller, causing loss to crops estimated 
from 50 to 100 per cent, 

The storm apparently struck around 
Beiseker and came east to within four 
miles south of Carbon, where damage 
at some of the Schell boys land, and 
again at Sam Ohlhauser’s was said to 
be around 50 per cent. The hail was 
heavier towards the south and the 
greatest damage was done to crops 
along the Calgary-Drumheller highway 
where losses are said to be 100 per 
cent, Jacob Hoff, Jacob Becker and 
others, along to John Forsch’s report 
heavy loss from hail, The storm went 
south to the Hutterite colonies doing 
considerable damage to gardens and 
crops in that area, 

In Carbon a severe electrical storm 
was experienced at the time and heavy 
rains fell, but no hail occurred. 

According to old timers in Alberta 
hail at 4.30 in the morning is very un- 
usual—in fact it has never before oc- 
curred so early in the morning, they 
say—but then, it has been said by 
prominent political observers, “anv- 
thing can happen in Alberta,” ond this 
includes weather as well as politics. 

The farmers who were hailed out on 
Tuesday have been more or less for- 
tunate in past years, having escaped 
heavy hail damage as compared to the 
farmers close to town and north, and 
for most of them this is the first hail 
damace for a number of years. A few 
had line hail insurance, and most of 
them carried hail board insurance, so 
there will be some compensation for 
the loss in Tuesday’s storm.

Duty Of Public To Assist | 


Authorities 
Down 


In Tracking 
Spy Suspects 


Canadians desirious of assisting; 
the authorities in tracking down spy-| 
Suspects or others engaged in sub- 
versive activities are warned against | 
being over-zealous, in an article in| 
the current issue of the Mounted 
Police Quarterly. It is suggested! 
they may be playing unwittingly the! 
Nazi game by giving undue import- 
ance to false rumors and stories cir-! 
culated with a view to undermining , 
public morale. Some practical hints 
are given, The article says; 

Since the outbreak of war, the 
Canadian Mounted Police have fin- 
gerprinted and registered enefny| 
aliens; where expedient, have in- 
terned those who would undermine 
our internal solidarity; and in ac- 
cordance with the Defence of Can- 
ada Regulations have confiscated 
firearms and explosives from aliens. | 

Supplementing these and _ other 
protective measures, it is the duty 
of the public to be on the alert and 
to notify the police promptly of all 
reasonably suspicious incidents, but 
everyone is urged to refrain from 
conjuring up bogey-men out of wild! 
rumors and untrue reports. 

Recently the Minister of Justice’ 
pointed out the folly of yielding to 
fifth column hysteria. Malicious 
falsehoods are often started by Nazi 
hirelings in order to engender an at- 
mosphere of tension, distrust and 
fear, to distract official attention 
from essentials and weaken na- 
tional morale. Rumors have a tend- 
ency to develop into statements of 
fact and people who pass along un- 
true or doubtful accounts of a dis- 
turbing nature are conforming to 
subversive aims by promoting de- 
featism. And thoughtful citizens will 
do well to confirm “scare stories,” 
and note their origin before giving 
them credence. 

Patriotic but often misinformed 
persons and organizations some- 
times make a nuisance by allowing 
imagination. to override common 
sense. They envisage a spy lurking 
behind every lamp post, fancy vil- 
lainous and hidden motives behind 
the innocent acts of every foreign- 
looking stranger. A tall dark man 
with a Teutonic hair-cut blows his 
nose ag he crosses a railway track. 
Horrors! That man’s a spy! He's 
sending signals! Recollections of 


normally harmless events, second-| 
hand gossip, a German or Ttallan | 
sounding name — almost anything 


now assumes a sinister aspect to 
these alarmists who imperiously de- 
mand immediate and drastic action 
by the authorities. | 

Absurd, you say? 


No! Innumer- 


| annoyance can be entirely remedied, 


able letters, phone calls, messages of 
every kind, have flooded police offices 
across the country with fantastic 
complaints regarding subversive ac- 
tivities. Hundreds of such com- 
plaints are receivéd daily; too many 
to warrant individual enquiries and 
discretion must be exercised in 
weighing the significance of each. 
But nothing can be left to chance 
and frequently valuable time is lost 
in disproving vicious fabrications, 
time that would have been better 
devoted to pursuing serious investi- 
gations. 

Every reasonable precaution is be- 
ing taken to cope with the situation. 
By loose and irresponsible talk, 
rumor-mongers retard the work of 
the police and advance the odious 
aims of enemy propagandists. Al- 
though it is unlikely that the rumor

One other thing: the telephone is 
such an easy method of communica- 
tion that police have been seriously 
hampered, of late, by the excessive | 
number of calls received, especially 
in the larger urban centres.

If persons with worthwhile 
grievances or information would put 
them in writing and send them} 
through the mail, reserving the tele- 
phone for emergency cases, they 
would be facilitating the work of the 
police tremendously.

posure and an unruffled determina-| 
tion to stem the panic evil at its 
source. While the force is most 
anxious that anyone who thinks he) 
has information of importance should 
feel free to furnish it, co-operation 
and vigilance by the public along 
these lines would assist materially) 
in avoiding confusion.

Hard On Poultry 
Flocks Should Be More Closely 

Watched During Heat Waves 

Heat waves are likely to cause 
heavy losses among poultry due to 
the fact that birds do not have the 
sweat glands that help to regulate 
body temperature in other animals. 
So we must watch our flocks, more 
closely in hot weather, declares Ral- 
ston R. Hannas, in Country Gentle- 
man. 

Open doors, windows and other 
apertures help to provide the needed 
circulation of air on the floor. The 
New Jersy College 
points out that an insulated roof 
means a reduction of 10 to 15 de- 
grees in temperature in the house, 
and recommends painting the room 
with white or aluminum paint, or 
even coating it with while gravel, to 
reflect the sun's heat. Sprinkling the 
roof and even the litter in the pens 
with water is also recommended to 
relleve heat conditions. 

Abundant supplies of cool, fresh 
water and adequate nesting and 
roosting facilities are necessary. 
Some New Jersey poultrymen find 
that a cake of ice in each pen helps 
to reduce the temperature. 

The New Jersey College points out 
that when poultryhouse temperatures 
rise to above 60 degrees, egg size 
tends to decrease. An egg weight of 
25.6 ounces a dozen was averaged 
less than 60 degrees, while a weight 
of 24.2 ounces a dozen was recorded 
with a temperature averaging higher 
than 60 degrees.

Sleek Submarine Chaser 
Launched In Canadian Waters For 
The British Royal Navy 

Without ostentation, in a war set- 
ting, one of a fleet of sleek Canadian- 
built submarine chasers was launch- 
ed from an Eastern shipyard. While 
rain fell from dull skies overhead 
and while a couple of hundred grimy 
workmen cheered, the trim craft slid 
along greased runways into the St. 
Lawrence River. A handful of com- 
pany officials, several of the Royal 
and Royal Canadian Navy's officers 
and a lone khaki-clad military repre- 
sentative were on hand. 

Constructed of Canadian materials 
by Canadian craftsmen, the war ves- 
sel will serve under the ensign of the 
British Royal Navy soon after she 
is outfitted. i

Government Grading 


Does Away With Guesswork In 


Selecting Fine Grade Poultry 
There is probably no article 
food in the purchase of which the 
average person has so much diffi- 
culty in getting satisfactory quality 
as when buying poultry, states the 
Dominion Department of Agriculture 
Nearly everyone knows how to tell a 
young bird from an old one, but 
when it comes to picking out real 
quality in poultry, the majority of 
buyers depend very largely upon 
guesswork, or upon the liability of 
the dealer. 

It is for this reason, and to make 
Hit possible for everybody buy 
dressed poultry with definite assur- 
‘ance ag to quality that Government 
grading has been instituted, Just as 
there is a wide difference between 
the several kinds of poultry—chick- 
ens, fowl, turkeys, ducks and geese 
so are there wide differences in 
quality in each grade. To those who 
know what to look for, there are cer- 
tain well-defined outward signs on 
the bird which denote quality. For 
|those who do not know, these points 
are detailed by grades under the 
Canadian Standards for dressed poul- 
try. 

The tag on the bird tells the 
|grade and Government grades take 
{the guesswork out of buying. A 
|purchaser has only to ask for the 
| grade to be sure of getting the qual- 
ity of bird desired. Grade A birds 
carry a red tag in the shape of a 
metal disc; grade B, a blue disc, 
|grade ©, the lowest graded quality, 
|@ yellow disc, and the Special Grade, 
|the finest quality produced, of which 
the quantity is limited, carries a 
pink disc.

Canadian Agriculture Needs Scien- 
tifle Aid And Leadership 
Canadian agriculture has many 


difficult problems to deal with in the 
next few years, said Dr. J. M. 
Director, Science Service, Dominion 
Department of Agriculture, in a re- 
cent address It needs leadership 
and guidance, and for this it must 
depend in large part upon scientific- 
technical agriculture.
